MR. GLADSTONE RECONSIDERS HIS DE- 


CISION AND WILL VISIT IRELAND. 


The Radical Clabs Decide to Meet in Hyde 
Park—Editor O’Brien’s Friends Alarmed 
—Comments on Chamberlain's Speech in 
New York—The French War Office Scan- 
dal—M. Wilson to Be Prosecuted—Roche- 
fort Fights a Duel—the German Crown 
Prince’s Condition—Explorer Stanley in 
Danger—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lowpon, November 17.—I believe it is true, 
as the pupers say, thatthe question of Glad- 
stane’s visiting Ireland has been under con- 
sideration at Harwarden. My last informa- 
tion was that he was not going, but this did 
not arise from his unwillingness to 
visit Ireland, but simply from 1 
belief that his visit could do no good. Lord 
Hartington’s projected visit, however, has 
altered Mr. Gladstone’s ideas. The ex- 
Premier takes a most serious view of Harting- 
ton’s daily retrogression toward Toryism, as 
Hartington becomes more and more bound to 
Lord Salisbury’s chariot wheels. 

The force of this feeling alone may induce 
Mr. Gladstone to make the experiment of a 
visit to Ireland. It is certain that Ireland 
wants him and will welcome him with such 
demonstrations as were never made to honor 
any English statesman but Lord Fitzwilliam. 

THE METROPOLITAN RADICAL FEDERATION, 
which is the most influential Radical body 
here, has finally decided to hold its Sunday 
meeting at Hyde Park. The result ot this de- 
cision will be to confine the attempt to 
force Trafalgar Square to the 80 
clalist. The Federation discussed the question 
of a meeting at Hyde Park last Saturday, but 
the plan was overruled by Mr. Stead, who 
argued thatthey would by so doing surren- 
der their right to Trafalgar Square. 
This late return to moderate coun- 
sels will probably spare the city 
a massacre next Sunday. 

THE SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

I have heard, on an authority to which I 
attach great importance, that at the Sugar 
Bounties Conference the Government will 
propose a counter valling duty. This would 
be an open return to: protection, 
and such a scheme can not pass 
the Commons, nor is it conceivable 
that a majority of the conference will sanction 
it, but the traders argue that their views are 
becoming popular with the workingmen, and 
that duty on foreign sugar would do much to 
pacify the unemployed element. 

EDITOR O'BRIEN. 

William O’Brien is getting weaker under the 
rigors ot his prison, treatment. His friends 
fully expect his death, as he comes of a con- 
sumptive family. He will die rather than 
break the pledge he gave his friends not to

RASSIEUR HELD RESPONSIBLE. 


A Bitter Feeling Against the Lawyer’s Work 
in the Convention. 


Among some of the Republican party mana- 
gers there is a strong feeling of resentment 
against Mr. Leo Rassieur, which grows 
stronger with each withdrawal from the tiexet 
nominated on last Tuesday. The bitterness 
of this feeling can be judged from the 


stutement of one of the Oentral Committee- 
men, who to-day said: The Republican 
party don’t owe much to Mr. Leo Rassteur. 

e forced upon that convention a platform 
which is responsible for all this trouble. Mr. 
Rassieur is now page eet A for the School Board, 
a place paying a couple of thousand dollars 
ayear, and worth $2,000 or $8,000 more in the 
way of business brought to his office. It is 
quite natural to suppose that Mr. Rassieur is 
anxious to continue in this place. The plat- 
form he offered in the convention at Turner 
Hall would make him solid with the German 
directors elected to the next Board, but it has 
caused ali the trouble we are now experi- 
encing, in my estimation.’’ 

The 1 was in type- writing as it came 
from the Committee on Resolutions and was 
read by Mr. Rassieur, as secretary of that 
committee, from the stage at Central Turner 
Hall. If the charges that he is responsible for 
the sentiments of the platform and that the 
platform is responsible for the trouble with 
the nominees are true, be is havin 
his second experience of this kind. At the las 
convention to nominate State officers, Mr. 
Jos. Vastine was a candidate for Judge of the 
Criminal Court. Mr. Rassieur opened an ex- 
tremely bitter fight on the candidate. The re- 
suit was that Vastine was absolutely 
arraigned before the convention with 
Mr. Rassieur as his unrelenting prosecutor. 

This fight too resulted in withdrawals fr m 
the ticket, which had but poor chances at that 
time. Although Mr. Rassieur precipitated con- 
siderable trouble at that time on his party no 
one questioned his right to take the stand he 
took if he candidly believed in the unfitness of 
the nominee who was forced off of the con- 
vention ticket. To-day the recoliection of his 
bitterness and success in that fight is held 
against himinthe hands of those who think 
be assumed too prominenta part in pressing 
his views upon the convention last Tuesday. 

MR. RASSIEUR TALKS. 

Mr. Leo Rassieur, in speaking to a PosrT- 
DISPATCH reporter, said: I would like to 
state my reasons for favoring the retention of 
German in the public schools. I readily ad- 
mit that the Germans have no right to demand 
that their langaage should be taught, and, as 
lar as I am personally concerned, my sympa- 
thies are French rather than German. 
But just at the present juncture, when the 
feeling of the country its aroused against for- 
eigners by the Anarchist demonstrations, I 
believe that the effect of prohibiting the teach- 
ing of German would be very bad. The Ger- 
mans would be, in my opinion, very likely to 
withdraw their children from the public 
schools, and the result would be that several 
thousand children would grow up with- 
out any adequate instruction. I con- 
sider that this result would be 
highly detrimental to the interests of the 
community at large, and therefore, as a meas- 
ure of expediency, am strongly in favor of not 
making any change in the course of instruc- 
tion that would have the effect of withdrawing 
any considerable number of children from the 
schools. It is unquestionably unfortunate 
that sucha feeling as I haye described should 
exist, but as long as it does we should recog- 
nize it and endeavor to diffuse education as 
widely as possible among the youth of the 
community. I believe that this result can best 
be accomplished by the retention of German 
and therefore am in favor ofit. I feel sure 
that we can afford it, and that, under the cir- 
cumstances, it will be money well expended.’’ 

Mr. Rassiur, in reference to the nominations 
at large to fill vacancies on the Republican 
ticket caused by resignations, said that he 
hoped Mr. Isaac M. Mason would yet be in- 
duced to allow the use ot his name. As to the 
withdrawal of Messrs. Dutro and Walbridge 
he had no information, but kuew that Mr. 
Thomas Richeson would, on account of his 
health, decline to make the race. The names 
of Charles W. Irwin and John T. Nixon were 
prominently mentioned as candidates, and 
one or both of these gentlemen would proba- 
biy be chosen to fillany vacancy that might 
be declared. 


The Democratic Side. 


The Democratic Central Committee met last 
night to devise a plan for the conduct ot the 
election for School Directors. While Chair- 
man Beggs was still rapping the twenty-two 
members to order, news was brought that a 


committee from the Oitizens’ meeting atthe 
Court-house wasin waiting. Messrs. Cleary, 
Fox and Edmunds were uppointed a 
committee to escort Me&srs. Scuggs, Scudder, 
Mekeishan and Ryan, the vis‘ting committee 
to the ball. Judge McKeighan introduced his 
delegation as representatives of the citizens 
who nominated a non-partisan ticket at the 
Oourt-house.

Committee views with gratification the inter- 
est which the citizens of this city are 
manifesting in the proper disbursement of the 
public school fund; and be it. 

solved, That while this committee does 
not acknowledge or concede the right of any 
other authority or oruanigzation to designate 
the standard-besrers of the Democracy, or 
provide methods for such designation, in 
municipal elections, it nevertheless resolves 
to call no primaries for the nomination of the 
seven School Directors-at-La for the eleo- 
tion to be held November 22, 1887. 

It was Gecided that in districts in which 
committeemen and voters cannot on 
candidates primaries will be held on to-mor- 
row afternoon. Messrs. H. L. Edmunds 
Robt. Fox, T. H. Harris, John G. Riefiing and

FOUND IN A WELL. 


THE BODY OF NICHOLAS BRANDT, THE MISS- 
ING SHELBINA MERCHANT. 


ꝗ— ~~! 


Sheriff Sanders of Shelby County Comes for 
Dieterich, the Prisoner, To-Day, and 
Adds Some Missing Links to the Chain of 
Evidence—The Suspected Murderer Cor- 
nered in Several Lies—His Story To-Day— 
Some Mysterious Facts That Look Bad 
for Him, 


The whereabouts of Nicholas Brandt, who 
disappeared from his home in Shelbina, 
Shelby County, Mo., a fortnight ago, is no 
longer a mystery. His dead body has been 
found in a well there, and there is every 
idication that he was murdered and robbed. 
As the story unravels, it winds itself like a 
coil about Henry Dieterich, the young 
German arrested here yesterday morn- 
ing in connection with the affair, 
and he is becoming entangled in a mass of cir- 
cumstantial evidence that threatens to be- 
come so damning that it will be utterly im- 
possible for him to ever extricate himself from 
its meshes. 


THE MURDER, 
forsuch it was apparent to be, is one of the 
most sensational that has ever occurred in 
Missouri, and will furnish gossip for Shelby 
County firesides for years to come. When 
Dieterich was arrested yesterday morning 
there was no evidence that acrime had been 
committed, but merely a suspicion that 
there had been. It was not even 
known that Nicholas Brandt was 
dead, but last evening Chief Huebler received 
the following telegram, which not only veri- 
fied the suspicion that the man was dead, but 
also lent color to the theory that he had been 


murdered: 
Chief of Poliee, St. Louis: 

Brandt’s body found ina well. Hold the 
prisoner. We will bein your city &s soon as 
possible. F. C. NITOHE. 

Shelbina, Mo., November 16. 

Mr. Nitche isthe man, it will be remem- 
bered, who gave Brandt the note for $150 which 
led to the arrest of Dieterich by the latter’s ef- 
forts to have it cashed. Nitche is a merchant 
ot Shéibina whom Brandt frequently had 
pay off his men when he -himseif 
was not in town on  »pay-day. The 
two men were intimate friends. Brandt was a 
bachelor, 45 or 46 years of age,and spent 


much of his time at Nitche’s house. The lat- 
ter was thoreughly acquainted with his haud- 
writing, and when he received a letter from 
Dieterich purporting to be from Brandt he in- 
mediately detected the forgery and took the 
steps stated in yesterday's Post-DISPATCH to 
secure the iImposter’s arrest. Nitche then 
had his suspicions that his friend had been 
murdered, and the place in which the dead 
merchant’s body was found bas convinced 
him that his suspicious were correct. 
No suicide theory will be entertained — either 
him or Brandt's other friends and things are 
apt to go hard with the young German now 
under arrest here. 

Although but 24 years of age and very 
„green“ looking Dieterich, has an eye that is 
very bad, and when one looks into it closely 
he becomes convinced that the at-first-glance- 
apparently-harmless-looking young foreigner 
is capable of almost anycrime. It is asmall, 
sunken, cold e eye with rest- 
less, nervous twitter and vicious glare. He 
isa liar, without poagessing the merit 
of being consistent in his lying. When arrest- 
ed he claimed to be unable to speak or under- 
stand a word of English, but in the course ofa 
conversation he answered a great many ques- 
tions in very fair English and appeared to be 
abie to understand anything in English that 
was said to him. 

His STORY 

is that three years ago he came here from Eu- 
rope and went to work on a farm in Illinois. 
There he remained until about three months 
azo, when he came to Missouri with a 
friend Albert Anselman. j La went to Shel- 
bina where Anselman’s brother procured 
them employment with Nicholas Brandt, the 
man who is now dead Brandt was in the coop 
erage supplies businesa, and Dieterich cut 
hoop poles for him. After remaining with 
Brant two weeks the young mes entered the 
ey ofafarmer named Frederick Biake, 
for whom he worked two months and ten 
days. Just eleven days ago he received a 
letter from his rother in Germany 
stating that the writer was sick 
and could not recover and requesting 
Dieterich to return to Germany. In his letter 
the brother told him that he had sent 40 marks 
for him to Grueninger’s European Hotel, 420 
and 422 South Third street, St. Louls, in care 
of a friend, Mr. Rode. Dieterich determined 
to return home. Before going, however, he 
wanted to consult with his friend Anselman, 
and, borrowing a borse from his employer, 
rode to Shelbina, a distance of nine miles, to 
see Anselman. hen he returned the horse 
and walked to Sbelbina to take the train for 
St. Louis. While in that town waiting for 
the train he met a man named Fritz who 
was in Brandt’semploy. Fritz was driving a 
team of horses which he said Brandt had sold 
to a man in Clarence, and which he was taking 
to their new owner, While at work for the 
cooperage-supply man, Dieterich claims, he 
had loaned bis employer $10 at one time, and 
at another $4to get his watch repaired, and 
these ether with wages due him placed 
Brandt $24 in his debt. He told Fritz this and 
asked where Brandt could be found. Fritz said 
he was not in town, but volunteered to give 
him a note delonging to Brandt for $150. It 
had been drawn up Nitche in 
Brant’sfavor. Dieterich took it, not knowing 
for what amount it called. Then he came to 
St. Louis, after stopping over a day in Han- 
over. He got here nine days ago and showed 
the note to the barkeeper at his boarding- 
house and inguired it it was good. The bar- 
keeper referred itto some other man and 
then told him that it was. Hethen had the 
barkeeper write the letter to Nitche asking 
him to cash the note. When in a few days 
Nitche replied that he could not send the 
money he had the barkeeper write another 
letter for him asking him to send 
$25 of the money, as he needed it 
bedi. When Fehilig called yesterday morning 
and inquired for Brandt he represented bim- 
self to be Brandt because he supposed the man 
did not know Brandt and had come to pay him 
the money. Dieterich did not know anythin 
about Brandt’s death, he saig and decia 
that if he had been murdered he had no com- 
plicity in the crime. 

HIS OTHER NAME. 

Dast evening the police learned that Die- 
terich came to the city some days ago and reg- 
istered at Grueninger’s European Hotel, 
and 422 South Second street as Heinrich 
Kramer, 8e.

Afterward the fel- 
low had the proprietor write a letter to Nitche 
in regard to the note, andhad him sign the 
name of Nicholas Brandt to it, which he then 
claimed was his name. The second letter he 
wrote himself. When Dieterich’s valise was 
opened by the police they found Nitche’s let- 
ter to him stating that he could not advance 
him the money, and asking why he did not 
sign his own name to the letter, as 
writing was strange. The letter 
was, of course, addressed Nicholas 
Brandt. Two envelopestaken from Dieterich’s 
pocket have Brandt’s name on them. He 
alleges they were given him by Fritz, whose 
other name he does not know. e prisoner 
does not know what be did with the letter he 
claims to have received from his brother and 
it cannot be found. His passport, issued at 
ves his name as George Frederick 
Die h, and states that he was born 
28 1868, at the lah province of 
Land Kries, Gottingen, and that he came to 
America in June, 1585.

THE PRISONER OLOSELY QUESTIONED. 
Dieterich was brought up into 
Sheriff's presence and closely 
tioned b Chief Huebler. He 
nied that he had worked for Brandt since 
he left Blakey’s employ, and said that he 
came here directly after giving up his place on 
the latter’s farm. Mr. Sanders and be under- 
stood the matter differently. He had been 
told that Dieterich worked for Blatey 
first and Brandt afterward, but 
of his own knowled could not say whic 
statement was correct. He knew of no man 
named Fritz who had been in Brandt’s employ 
and had heard of none of the man’s employes 
being niissing. However, he was not well 
acquainted with the men in Brandt’s employ. 
is morning the police found a trunk bo- 
longing to Dieterich at Grueninger’s European 
Hotel. It was taken tothe Four Courts and 
opened. A palr of shoes, some biankets, 
which looked as if they had been used by 
some one to sleep on the ground, and various 
other articles of a bachelor’s outfit were 
found in it. This is believed to be 
a trunk which belonged to Brandt. When ar- 
rested the prisoner claimed he only hada 
valise. This morning when told of the finding 
ot the trunk he said i had been given him by 
the man Fritz to bring here, and de- 
Fritz. The latter told 
to bring it here and keep it 
for him and he would come down and get it 
before he started for California. It was the 
trunk Fritz had in the wagon when he met 
him. Dieterich told of this trunk before, but 
claimed Fritz took it eff in the wagon. He 
has been cornered in several lies now. When 
the team of Brandt is recovered the whole 
mystery will probably be cleared up, as it will 
then be learned who disposed of it, and the 
police think Dieterich will be shown to be the 
man. Fritz they look upon asa myth. A 
thorough search was made of him to-day, but 
no money was found, which would indicate 
that if Brandt had $200 when murdered there 
must have been another man in the crime if 
the prisoner is the murderer. 
GEORGE ANSELMANN, 
a cooper employed by Hall Brotners, Lefling- 
well avenue and Market, and a brother of the 
Anselmann arrested, called to see Dieterich 
to day. He says that when the latter and his 
brother passed through here three months 
ago on their way to Shelbina the prisoner told 
him that he had left his trunk with Anton 
Knoebel at Perone, III., and that if he liked 
the place to which he was oing 
he woald have his trunk forwarded. Some 
business cards and a bill found on the prisoner 
lead to the belief that he has been in Quincy, 
III., but he denies having ever been there, 
and says that he got them at the hotel where 
he was stoppin ere. Thisis denied atthe 
hotel. The trunk, vaiise and all will be taken 
to Shelbina with him to-day.

The President's Letter Accepting Land Com- 
missioner Sparks’ Resignation. 


WASHINGTON, November 17.—The following 
isthe text ofthe President's letter to Com- 
missioner Sparks, accepting his resignation: 
WASHINGTON, November 15. 


Hon. William A. J. Sparks: 

Mr Dear Srm—I have read your letter of 
resignation left with me to-day,and also the 
commupication addressed by you tothe Secre- 
tary of the Interior, accompanying the same, 
In the present situation I do not feel called 
upon to determine the merits of the contro- 
versy which has arisen between the Secretary 
and yourself furtherthan tosay that my im- 
pressions touching the legal questions in- 
volved incline me to rely, as 1 naturally 
would do even if I had no impressions of "y 
own, upon the judgment ofthe Secretary. It 
presents a case of interpretation where two 
perfectly honest men may well differ. 

The interest you have shown in the opera- 
tions of the Land Department and your zeal- 
ous endeavor to save and protect the public 
lands for settlers in good faith induce me to 
believe that you will be pleased to receive the 
assurance that this policy, upon which we are 
all agreed, will continue to be steadfastly pur- 
sued, limited and controlled, however, by the 
law and the judgment of the courts, by which 
we may be at times unwillingly restrained, but 
which we cannot and ought not to resist. 

I desire to heartily acknowledge the value of 
your services in the improved administration 
of the a Department which has been 
reached, and to assure you of my appreciation 
of the rugged and unyielding integrity which 
has characterized your official conduct.

you tender, with the assurances of my cortin- 
ued kindly feeling towurd you, and with the 
earnest wish that wherever your future way of 
life may lead complete success and satisfac- 
tion may await you.

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LOOKING FOR BAIL. 


CRECELIUS, INDICTED BY THE *"GRAND- 
JURY, SEEKING BONDSMEN. 


9 Happens in the Case of the 
Fifth National Bank Cashier—Six Counts 
in the Indictment—Bond Fixed at $20,- 
000—A New Bond Made Out—The Re- 
ceiver’s Papers Not Received—Director 
Wolff Makes a Discovery—The Grand- 
Jury in Session. 


The indictment of Charles ©. Crecelius, 
Cashier of the late lamented Fifth National 
Bank, was found by the Grand-jary on Mon- 
day, as announced in Tuesday’s Post-Dis- 
PATCH. Asanticipated in the Post-DisPatTcu 
of Tuesday, the indictment was returned yes- 
terday into court. There are six counts in the 
indictment. The first charges the Cashier with 
making the cash entry of October 6, $296,802.53, 
when it should have been $136,302.53. The 
second count charges him with erasing the 
entry, 186. 802. 68. on October 6 and raising 
it to $296,402.58. The third count charges him 
with making a false cash entry May 18 of 807, 
559.87, the true cash balance being $167,559.87. 
The fourth count is based on the substitution 
of the figures mentioned May 13. The fifth and 
sixth counts are based on the false entry Au- 
gust 1 of $316,549.45 for 166,549.45. 

Crecelius’ attorney waived the reading of the 
indictment, and asked that the Cashier be re- 
leased on the bond of $15,000 which he had 
given. District-Attorney Bashaw objected, 


and claimed thatthe bond should be at least 
,000. As the bond could notat that mo- 
ment be found, Judge Thayer res«rved his de- 
cision, and ordered the Marshal to keep 
Crecelius in custody until this morning. 
BEFORE THE GRAND-JURY. 

Notwithstanding the announcement in the 
Post- DISPATCH that there would be no indict- 
ments except that against Crecelius for the 
present, there was some disappointment ex- 

ressed by depositors and others when it was 
earned that no one else had been visited with 
the attention of the Grand-jury. There is 
pienty of time, however, to indict every one 
else connected with the bank. This morning 
Louis Meyer and O Meyer of 
the John Meyer Lumber Company were before 
the ges art | and they were closely ques- 
tioned as to the whereabouts of the missing 
books of the concern. They claimed that no 
books had been kept for three years. The 
Grand-jury will look very closely into the 
connection of the lumber company with the 
bank and the complicity of the officers of the 
lumber company n the great fraud perpetra- 
ted. Receiver Wm. H. Stone said this morn- 
ing that no trace of the books had been found. 

arouse A. Wolff, one of the directors of the 
bank, claimed two days ago, in conversation 
with a PosT- DISPATCH reporter, that he was 
not a stock holder in the bank, all of his stock 
being of the new issue, which is invalid be- 
cause only a portion of it was subscribed. Mr. 
Wolff was assured that the ten shares neces- 
sary to qualify him as a director had been 
transferred to him on the books of the 
bank from some one else, but he wanted to 
wager that no transfer had been made to him. 
This morning he looked through the stuck 
ledger and found the record of the transfer of 
ten shares of stock from OC. OC. Crecelius to 
Marcus A. Wolff, made last winter. 

‘*There’s some more crookedness here,’’ 
said Mr. Wolff, for we findthat on that day 
Crecelius. transferred thirty-three shares 
where he only had sixteen shares on the 
books. We will have to look into this. 

RECEIVER STEPHENS 

was at the bank this morning looking over 
affairs, and later in the day he had a con- 
ference with Bank Examiner Forman at his 
hotel. Mr. Stephens has not qualified as yet. 
His papers did not arrive in the morning muil 
as was expected. Several of the directors 
were at the bank during the morn- 
ing looking over the books and explaining 
to the receiver the outside collection and other 
work to which they had been attending for 
oe bank by request of the examiner since the 
failure. 

The receiver réquests the depositors to bring 
in their deposit books to facilitate the work of 
straightening out the accounts. 

Bank Examiner Forman will take some 
pleasure in turning over the bank’s affairs to 
the receiver. He has had his hands full ever 
since he took charge of the bank. He 
has collected up to date about $45,000 of the 
money due the bank on notes, eto. A large 
number of demand notes and notes which 
have matured have been presented for pay- 
ment and protested. 

The — ley were about the bank yesterday 
but they had not much to say. 

The Depositore’ Committee held a meeting 
yesterday and appointed several sub-com- 
mittees to appraise the assets of the bank. 
John Hartman will look after the wool, M. 
Evans the millinery, H. Colton the lumber, 
and Henry Hirshberg the notes and other 
small collateral. 

In the United States Oircuit Court the Judge 
has been asked to decide the ownership of 
$21,000 in controversy between the Fidelity 
Bank of Oincinnati and the Fifth National 
Bank, the money being in the possession of 
the Fifth National. 

CRECELIUS’ BOND. 

This morning Judge Thayer fixed Crecelius’ 
bond at $20,000. His attorney and his friends 
started out to hunt for sureties, and pending 
their arrival the case was laid over until 2 
o’clock, with the understanding that if the 
sureties were not on hand at that hour Crece- 
lius would be committed to jall. 

At2o’clock Crécelius’ attorney, Chester H. 
Krum, stated that the sureties had been ob- 
tained. Mr. Krum says Crecelius will make 
no statement. He will not volunteer to go be- 
fore the Grand-jury. He may be summoned 
before it. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock Crecelius was brought 
into the court-room. He looked happier 
than he has since his first release and 
reincarceration. His hair still stood 
on end in the way it has, 
a way peculiar to itself. Mr. Krum suggested 
that he ought to find some new way of ar- 
ranging his locks, as their pres- 
ent peculiar dressin seemed to at- 
tract the attention of the newspapers, 
He suggested that they might be banged. 
Crecelius shook his head and n an- 
swered that with the worry he had been 
through it was a wonder he had any hair left. 

Presently Crecelius’ mother came in on the 
arm of Paul H. Bierman, followed by Francis 
Overstoilz. She sat down directiy behind 
her son, who did not turn or pay 
any special attention to her until she had been 
there about five minutes, when she attracted 
his attention and they held a whispered con- 
suitation of a few minutes, duration in Ger- 
man. 

It was nearly 8 o’clock when the Judge came 
in, and, Crecelius’ case being called, he of- 
fered two sureties, Mrs. Charlotte Crecelius 
and Francis Overstolz. The Judge refused to 
accept these as sufficient and Crecelius is now 
hunting other bondsmen.

New Yoru, November F.—The many base

His arrest was made by direction of Inspec- 
tor Byrnes, on a warrant issued by Justice 
Cowing to-day, for having made an incendi- 
ary speech calculated toincite a riot on last 
Friday night in a hall on Seventh street: The 
warrant was made returnable before Justice 
Cowing in the court. As early as last Wednes- 
day Superintendent Murray intimated to his 
captains that they should take particular 


ains in watching the movements of Anarch- 
sts in this city, 4 — during the excite- 
ment attending the hanging of the Anarchists 
in Chicago on Friday, and their funeral on 
Sunday. Un Thursday night was the parade 
of the ‘‘reds,’’ and then all the reserves were 
on duty. Late that night Superintendent Mur- 
ray issued special orders to Captains to follow 
all the movements of oll Anurchists and to re- 
iy to him my meeting they werely to hold. 

n Saturday night a wake was to be held by 
the Anarchists in Florence Hall on 
Second avenue, but Capt. McCullagh suc- 
ceeded in getting his officers there before the 
Anarchists arrived and made the place deci- 
dedly uncomfortable for the malcontents. But 
while this wae going on Johann Most, with bis 
companion, Lena Fisher, was attending an 
Anarchists meeting or. Seventh street. fter 
the audience got well warmed up, Most him- 
self made a speech which was

in character. Unfortunately for Most Patrol- 
men Rott and Sechs of the Fourteenth 
Precinct were there in civilians’ 
dress taking notes. These memoranda 
were brought to Superintendent yee | and 
laid before him, and on Monday a search was 
begun tor the Anarchist. He was not t be 
found. There was every reason to believe 
that he had left the jurisdiction of the 
State and wasin hiding somewhere. Then 
the shrewdness of Inspector Byrnes came into 
play. He knew that if he made public the 
quandary of the police, Most would naturally 
learn of it, and he would stay out of the city 
indefinitely. So he kept his mouth sealed and 
allowed the excitement of the search for 
Most to die out. The bait was well used. 
Most thought the trouble was gone by and 
yesterday he came back to the city, and went 
to work with his paper. Mr. Byrnes was in- 
formed of this, and this morning he 
went before the District 2 and 
presented the evidence he had obtained 
against Most for his incendiarism, and asked 
the Grand-jary to find an indictment against 
him. The Inspector and seven witnesses gave 
testimony and an incictment was found. In 
the meanwhile Most had been arrested. 

Most insists that he did not use the language 
attributed to him by the police. As this is the 
second time he has been arrested for making 
speeches, he will probably get the full extent 
of the law, which is one year's imprisonmduat 
anda fine.

A PRESBYTERIAN’S ADVICE TO THE LOCAL 
, OPTIONISTS. 


Rev. Dr. Cooper Thinks the Temperance 
Game Not Worth the Candle— Hard Work 
Raising the Sinews of War—Next Year 
Toe Gloomy for Much Contributing Now 
—Will Hurt the Scheol Election—The Re- 
formers Surprised—Sam Jones, Neal 
Dow and Miss Willard to Take Part. 


Rev. Dr. Edward Cooper’s present position 
is causing the local optionists no small 
surprise. Dr. Oooper is editor of the 
St. Louls Evangelist, the leading Presby- 
terilan organ of the Southwest. He with 
Wm. 0. Wilson was foremost in the Initial 
private agitation. This agitation resulted 
in the presentation of the subject 
by him to the Evangelical Alliance. 
Throughont all the agitation Dr. Cooper has 
been regarded as the firmest friend of the 
movement, and this was very satisfactory to 
the local optionists, who saw in the edi- 
tor’s position a certain expression 
of the opinions of his Presbyterian constitu- 
ency. When the first circular was sent out for 
the signatures of the city pastors Dr. Cooper 
was the first to sign it and went 
even further, securing the signature of Rev. 
Thomas Marshall to it. But inthe last few 
days Dr. Cooper has occupied a position which 
has given some of his former associates in 
the preliminary work, the idea that he is not 
as enthusirstic as he was. He was seen to-day 
by. a Post- DISPATCH reporter and flatly asked 
whether he was in for local option. 

NOT WORTH THE CANDLE. 

‘*‘AmI?’’ answered the Doctor, as he delib- 
erately wiped his double glasses as if to get a 
better view of the field. ‘‘Well, my position 
is that it is premature just now on account of 
the nearness ot the School Board election.

Of 
Dr. Cooper's position, Mr. Deering said: 

„1am surprised. Dr. Cooper said to me 
yesterday that he was heartily in favor of the 
movement and thought it would bea good thing 
but only feared that the expense would be too 
great and would fall hervily onafew. He has 
been quoted constantly as a friend of 
the movement. The positive opposition to it 
which he now announces is a matter of sur- 

rise and regret to all who have been identi- 

However, I 
apprebend that he will fall in line with his 
brethren, nearly all of whom are favoring the 
move. He is generaily found on the right 
side.

The result is 
that while the majority of the voters decide 
who shall be the executive officers of the 
State, a minority controls the action of the 
Legisiature, andin the present situation the 
two branches of the Government are sure 
to be out of harmony with each other, 
and more or less at loggerheads.

tion, though the Labor party cast about 
seventy thousand votes andthe Prohibition

to have elected only eleven Senators out of 
thirty-two, and fifty-four Assembiymen out of

adequately represented.

When, 
in 1871, he was elected President 
of the National Assembly., * any one 
Was aware of his marriage, and his friends 
were only apprised thereof when, havin 
chaflingly urved that the French nation weul 
never stund a bachelor President, he replied 
somewhat plaintively: But I am married!’’ 
Mme. Grevy way quickly summoned from her 
retirement in the provinces, and apart from 
ber saying the wrong thing in the wrong place 
is on the whole a good-natured, respectable 
old soul, though somewhat mean and stingy 
in money matters. One of her peculiarities is 
that she is so utterly unable to cope with long 
names and tities.

Prime Minister Rouvier, the former pal“ 
of the President’s son-in-law, began life as a 
‘‘drummer’’ for a bookseller who sold on the 
installment plan voluminous books of the kind 
given as prizes to lads in the upper classes of 
the Lycee schools. Subsequently he entered 
the service of a Greek merchant named Zafia- 
poulo, who was established at Marseilles. His 
new master, whose principal business appears 
to have consisted in Russian corn specula- 
tions, did notenjoy a very enviable reputa- 
tion, and was looked upon as a thor- 
oughly unscrupulous Levantine. Rou- 
vier, having acquired some wealth 
by his transactions at Constantinople 
Odessa, Smyrna and Alexandria, turned 
his attention to politics, and in 1869 devoted all 
his energies to securing the election of Gam- 
betta as parliamentary representative of the 
city of Marseilles. För this he was rewarded 
on the fall ofthe empire in 1870 by being ap- 
pointed Secretary-General of the Prefecture 
ot the Bouches du Rhone. In the. following 
year he was himself elected to the Chamber of 
Deputies and took his seat among the Extreme 
Left party. Appointed a member of the Com- 
mission for Judicial Reform in Exypt, he be- 
came one ofthe most Zealous opponents to 
the establishment of whatare now known as 
the International tribunals in that country. 
Especially expert in accounts, he managed to 
render himselfexceedingly useful to Gambetta 
when the latter was President of the Budget 
Committee. In 1876 an immense sensation was 
created in Paris by his arrest for a monstrous 
crime alleged to have been committed in the 
grounds ofthe Palais Royal. Both the mon- 
archical a Republican papers literall 
teemed with the revolting details of the of- 
fense and ublic opinion was thoroughly 
aroused against him. The trial ended ina 
most unsatisfactory manner, for the jury, un- 
willing to incur the enmity of the powerful 
Republican faction by deciaring Bim guilty, 
und at the same time unable, in the face of the 
evidence, to pronounce him innocent, re- 
turned a verdict similar to that of the ‘‘not 
proven’’ of the Scotch tribunals.

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MARRIED SIX TIMES. - 


THE REMARKABLE SERIES OF VICISSITUDES 
PASSED THROUGH BY JOSEPHINE TABOR.‘ 


Elopement and Marriage at 18 With an 
Impecunious School Teacher—Struggling 
for a Livelihood—Four Subsequent Mar- 
riages With Wealthy Men, Followed by 
Loss of Fortune—The Sixth and Last Mar- 
riage Robbed of a Peaceful and Prosper- 
ous Future by Death. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

PALMYRA, N. T., November 17.—The recent 
death of Mrs. Josephine Baxter at her home in 
Trumansburg recalls to those who knew 
her the remarkable series of viciasitudes 
through which she passed during her eventful 
life. Her married life was an extraordinary 
one, and in detail reads more like fiction than 
astory of reallife. She was six times a bride 
and five times a widow. Born in Canandaigua 
in August, 1838, her maiden name was Jose- 
phine Tabor. As a child she was the acknowl- 
edged beauty of the neighborhood, and every- 
body who remembers her as a young lady re- 
calls her particularly vivacious and delightful 
manners. In 1850, when she was 18 years of 
age, she wassentto the Palmyra Academy. 
From the date of her arrival she was the 
conceded belle of the academy. Her affec- 
tions soon set upon an impecunious but smart 
young teacher in the Acadamy, named Odell, 
and one night in December, 1857, she eloped 
with him. Her father and mother had re- 
peatediy begged her to discard Odell, and 
when the announcement of the marriage was 
made they were wild with grief. Josephine 
returned to Canandaigua two weeks later and 
stopped at a hotel there, begzed for a recon- 
ollllation with her parents, who remained ob- 
durate, and she went to Toledo to struggle for 
a living with her husband. He became a 
teacher in a night school and took ends 
and odds, and his wife was compelled 
to do sewing. In July, 1858, Odel, 
died of quick consumption, leaving the 


widow dependent on herown labor. She was 
too proud to return to her home and ask for 
help from her parents, but maintained herself 
by her needle until February, 1860, when she 
married Clarence Cushman, a wealthy bach- 
elor pork-packer at Cincinnati. She was then 
22, and notwithstanding her hard toil for a 
living was as handsome as ever. She lived in 
quiet style and no couple were ever more de- 
voted to one another. Two children were 
born to them,but both died ininfancy. Mr. and 
Mrs. Oushman went to Europe in 1862. In 
Rome the busband caught the Roman fever of 
which he suddenly died. The young woman, 
again a widow, returned to London only to 
find that her busband had been insolvent for 
several weeks previous to his death. She was 
left with 
ONLY A FEW THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

For ayear ortwo she was a governess in the 
house of a London banker, and then, losing all 
of her money in an unfortunate speculation, 
she returned to America. For two years she 
Was a sale@woman in a New York dry goods 
store. In June, 1866, she was married at 
Nyack, N. T., to Lieut. Oscar Williams of the 
United States army and went with him to 
Fort Sully, Dak. They lived happily together 
and Mrs. Williams became a favorite at the 
fort. In August, 1867, ber husband was 
drowned, and she became for the third 
time a widow. Her futher, who had heard of 
his only daugnter’s misfortunes, begved her 
to return to her home and be forgiven, but 
she would not go. For two years she 
was a governess in the family of a Louisville 
merchant. She married Rev. Edward Lukes 
at Covington, Ky., in 1869. Her husband was 
sent a little later as Presbyterian missionary 
to India and she accompanied him. They 
made their home successively in India, Hone- 
Kong and Honolulu, in each of which places 
Mrs. Lukes was well known for her devotion 
to her husband, who was aconsumptive. Mr. 
Lukes died in the Sandwich Islands in 1874, and 
his widow made her way back to America 
with her husband’s body. Fora year she made 
her home with her brother near this place, 
then removed to Philadelphia where she eu- 
tered a private hospital as nurse. Amon the 

atients to whom she ministered was Graham 

. Esty, a sugar and m lasses merchant at 
New Orleans. He fell desperately in love with 
her, and after months of very warm court- 
ship married her in March, 1788. Their happy 
home in New Orleans was broken up by her 
husband's failure the next year and his sul 
cide because of his financial losses. 

Left a widow for the fifth time and broken in 
health and spirits, Mrs. Esty returned to her 
brother’s home a few weeks after her hus- 
band’s death. For several months she was 
very fll, and was convalesein when her 
father died ot old age. Until 1881 she lived 
with her brother and about that time became 
acquainted with a wealthy and retired gold 
miner named Albert Baxter. They were mar- 
ried at Palmyra in 1882 The couple spent a 
year or more in traveling in Europe and Egypt, 
and during the past year Mr. Baxter has 
been engaged in building a magnificent man- 
sion for their occupxncy near ithaca. It was 
their intention to -pend their remaining days 
there, and Mrs. Baxter, who had known so 
many disappointments and bereavements, 
looked forward with pleasure to their bright 

ospects.. But in all this there was still an- 
Other disappointment for her. She was at- 
tacked about two months ago, when about to 
remove to her mansion, by a fatal disease. 
Se died last Friday.

Prof. Cushman Thinks It Was Overwhelmed 
by Earthquakes—Interesting Researches 
Mad Last Summer Under the Authority 
of the Smithsenian Lustitation. 


Tucson Letter to Washington Post. 

Some very important discoveries concerning 
prehistoric races have been made during the 
past year by Prof, Frank Cushman, who bas 
charge of an exploring expedition in Southern 
Arizona. He was occupied in the Salt River 
Valley the past summer. The Salt River 
Valley is the most fertile region in Arizona. 
It lies about eighty miles northwest 
of Tucson on either side of the Balt 
River, near where it joins the Gila. Father 
Keno made explorations there about 1697, 
when he traveled through Arizona to establish 
Jesuit missions, and he speaks of it as having 
a considerable population of Indians, who 
have since become known as the Pimas and 
Maricopas. But he discovered traces of a 
heavy population that had existed long be- 
fore, and that had become extinct. Among 


the evidences were old irrigating canals, ruins 
of bulidings and stone utensils, both for war 
and domestic use. 

Prot. Cushman, it will be remembered by 
many, wasforsome time identitied with re- 
searches connected with the Zuni Indians of 
Colorado. He lived nine years with the Zynis, 
acquired perfect mastery of their language 
has written many Interesting articles abou 
them, and has had personal charxe of two 
delegations of them that have visited the 
East. Mr. Cushman has a strong passion for 
Indian lore, whether it be of the present or 
prehistoric time, and to his enthusiasm and 
energy, coupled with very exhaustive infor- 
mation in kindred topics, the scientific world 
is very greatly indebted. 

Mr. Cushman has been at work several 
months on the ruins of Salt River Valley, and 
I had the pleasure of making him a visit in 
the early part of August. His camp was at 
the edge of what had evidently been a city of 
considerable size, and about three hundred 
yards away was the citadel or fortress of this 
city. We walked over to this citadel and took 
a general survey from that popt. It had evi- 
dently been a building of considerable size 
and 6 aes probably several stories high, 
and ha its foundation laid deep in 
the earth. The material used in its con- 
struction was sun-dried clay, the same 
as that used by the Mexicans of the lower and 
middie classes, und before Mr. Cushman began 
bis éxplorations there was nothing to mark its 
whereabouts except a sort of obionw hillock or 
mound. Little of the walls above the founda- 
tion were found lutact, but the ground plan 
could be traced in every detail, as weil as the 
lines of the outer wall. The rooms were of 
different sizes and seemed to have been con- 
etructed with much architectural skill. A 
number of the smaller apartments had un- 
doubtedly been constructed for buriai 
vaults, for when they were 
up skeletons were found in 
heads being invariably to the east. 
these vaults was the skeleton of achild. Mr. 
Cushman was of the opinion that the building 
had been a sort of combined citadel and 
sacred temple, and that the remains of those 
found there were those of priests and their 
families. He said he had encountered many 
evidences that convinced him that the people 
who had inhabited the city had reached the 
period in civilization when the priest is su- 
preme in power. Achief or king lived in the 
citadel, but he was under the control of the 
priests. Just * Mr. Cushman took this 
view I could not clearly understand, unless it 
was because of sertain relics he had found in 
some of the tombs. 

The city extended outin all directions from 
the palace or temple, and the foundations of 
many of them had been exposed, many of 
them consisting of but a single room; but now 
and then there would be one of larger and 
more ample proportions, and in most of these 
larger ones there had been found burial vaults 
and skeletons. Two thousand of these skele- 
tons bad been exhumed when I was there, 
There was a general burial ground, where th 
dead seemed to have been thrown in promuis- 
cuously, a sort of Potter’s feld. but the skele- 

here were so broken up that 

specimens could be ob- 

; The richer people buried 

their dead in their houses, building air-tight 

vaults for the purpose, but the peor classes 

were disposed of much as they are to-day in 
our larger cities. 

Mr. Cushman had found a 82 deal ot pot - 
tery in the tombs, as well as in and about the 
dwellings. Ilsaw anumber of pieces that were 
well preserved and that had been painted 
with much skill. All the best specimens seem 
to have been used for sacred purposes, and 
this was, no doubt, one reason Mr. Cushman 
had for believin these people, whoever 
they were, hu arrived at a period 
in their national history when the priests 
were at the head of affairs. These finer pieces 
of pottery were of many different shades, but 
were all of lizht color, with black markings 
and fixures, reminding one greatly of ancient 
Egyptian pottery. The interior specimens 
look much like that made by the Arizona In- 
dians of to-day, and which one may see 
brought into Tuton almost every day for sale. 
No iron, r or metal instruments of 
any kind ave been found, but 
great quantities of stone axes, stone 

sties and mortars, bone needles and 

nives and other such materiais as belong 
to the stone age. But the skill with which 
these articles were made was far superior to 
that shown by the Indians found in America 
by the whites. These prehistorie dwellers of 
Southern Arizona were a or of very 
superior intelligence. They Duilt cities that 
ranked with those found in Mexico by Cortez, 
and were in advance of those of the Colorado 
Zuni tribe of the present day. Mr. Oushman 
thinks they were much the same poor as the 
Zunis, and I may add that he had two very 
intellixent Zuni Indians with him when I was 
at his camp. He had sent for them, thinkin 
they mihi assist him in identifying the 
people into whose remains he was making 
these explorations. | 

Mr. Cushman has found a good deal of wheat 
and barley and other grain, all of it, of course 
in a charred, blackened condition, and he bad 
also truced several canals and had found the 
ruins of a large reservoir, so that he had no 
doubt that extensive irrigation bad been car - 
ried on, and that all the valley had been under 
cultivation. He thinks there must have beer 
a population of at least twenty-five thousand 
in the ruined city he was exploring, and tha 
most of the inhabitants lived by cultivating 
the soll of the surrounding country. 
This is not an unreasonable conclusion, 
So large a population could not have been sup- 

by huntin and fishing—in fact, that is 
not a means of support even among the Ar! 
zonia Indians of to-day, all of them growing 
wheat and barley, these being their main de- 
pendence for food.

Capillaire, so useful in punch and other bevy- 
erages, may be easily preparedathome. We 
repeat the recipe: Putan ounce and a half of 
fresh-gatnered maidenhair into balfa pint of 
boiling water; cover it and leave it on a hot 
hearth or slow range for twelve hours. Then 
run the infusion through ajelly-bag. In the 
meantime make two quarts of clarified syrup 
of three pounds of sugar, and when quite clear 
pour in the infusion of maidenbair, with a 
tablespoonful of orange-flower water; mix 
it well and stir forten minutes over the fire; 
run the whole through a jelly- bag. 


Saving the Teeth.

What should a man use to clean his teeth!“ 
was the question asked ofa well-known den- 
tist recently. The dentist repiied at once: 
‘*Nothing but water. There are more 
teeth ruined by so called dentrifices than by 
all other causes Inthe worid put together. 
The object of the makers of these dentrifices 
is, of course, to produce a preparation thas 
will, with very littierubbing of the brush, 
make the teeth look perfectly clean and white, . 
Toaccomplish this they put pumice stone 
and sometimes strong alkalis in their pre 
rations. Pumice stone will unquestions M 
take all the tartar off the tooth, and it will 
also, just as rt take all the 
ename! with it. An alkali will make a yellow 

oth look white ina few seconds, but before 

week has passed it will have eaten nee 
nearly all the enamel and utterly destroyed. 
the tooth. In walking along the street oy 
often see a ‘fakir,’ by way of advertising his 
patent dentifrice, callasmall boy from the 
crowd near by, and, opesing the boy’s mouth, 
rub the dentrifrice on his dirty teeth, and ina 
minute, almost, take off all the tartar and make 
the teeth look periectly pure and white. Now, 
a man like that fakir ought to be arrested, 
he has forever destroyed that boy's teeth. 
His preparation, composed of a wortul 
alkali, is eating away the enamel of boy’s 
teeth, and in a few months the poor youngster 
will not have a sound tooth in his head. The 
dentifrices composed chiefly of pumice stone 
are not as bad as those contain an alkali, 
because they will not — — s teeth so 
quickly; but if used habitually they will as 
88 destroy them in the end. 

I should advise a man by all means to use no 
dentifrice of any description, unless it be - 
pared chalk. If this is used not oftener 
once a-week it will not injure the teeth and 
may help to cleanse them, but it should on no 
account be u every day. Orris root 
the teeth no harm and gives a pleasant odor to 
the breath; and if all our dentifrices were 
composed — of orris root and pre 
chalk they would be harmless enough, if not 
beneficial. My own plan is to use a moderate 
hard brash and plenty of cold water, 
and nothing else, and my teeth are in ex- 
cellent condition. If people would only pick 
their teeth carefully after each meal, ing 
sure that not the slightest particle of food re- 
mained near the gums or tween the teeth 
and would also, before — yg night, rane 
piece of soft thread through their teeth, they 
would not have any necessity for a dentifrice.

The Well-Known French Author’s First 
Lecture at Brooklyn.

New Tonk, November 17.—Paul Blouet, 
more widely known as Max O' Rell, the author. 
Jectured last night in Brooklyn. It was his 
first public appearance in this country, and he 
was warmly greeted byalarge and apprecia- 
tive audience, to whom he was introduced by 
A. O. Bedford. John Bull and Jacques Bon- 
homme'’ was the role of the lecture. Mr. 


Blouet wore a dress-coat and white necktie. 
He was very much at ease on the platiorm. 
He spoke the English langunge with great

He said it was difficult for a French- 

man tolive long in England, without con- 
trasting the land of his birth and the land of 
his adoption. He had tried to destroy the ab- 
gaurd prejudices which many Enylishmen re- 
rd —— by, and he would like to see those 
wo peoples respect and love each other. The 
real France was to be seen in herg , Warm- 
hearted, — and laborious peasantry. 
Jacques Honhomme was deeply attached to 
his country and took good care of his money. 
His clothes might be poor, but his blouse wus 
his own and it was new when he bought it. 
His food did not cost him morethan 7 cents a 
day. He kept early hours and the words pau- 
erism and workhouse were unknown in 
ance. He was rich ln what he knew how to do 
without. If stability of fortune were real 
riches then France with her 6,000,000 landed 
roprietors was the richest nation in Europe. 

n making purchases Jacques was indeed in 
his element. He pretended Indifference to 
what he wanted, turned away from it, then 
went back and asked tie price with contempt 
and finaHy clinched the bargain. Jacques’ 
wife was the very fortune of France. She was 
bardworking, busy and sober, the very per- 
fection of industry. When she died it was 
with needie in hand.

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DEMPSEY DESCRIBES IT. 


THE CHAMPION MIDDLE-WEIGAT THROWS 
SOME LIGHT ON THE FIGHT. 


McAuliffe Looked Like a Sure Winner, Bat 
Carney’s Cunning Methods Got the Better

Alleged Intended Transfer to the Amer- 
ican Association—Sporting News and 
Notes—Base Ball Talk. 


New Tonk, November 17.—Jack Dempsey 
tells the following story of the McAuliffe— 
Carney fight: 

‘‘Al Smith, Carney’s friend, was the first 
man to enter the ring. The referee could not 
do otherwise than he did, and I say right 
here that had I been in nis place and bound by 
circumstances as he was I would have acted as 
he did. Carney is such a general that he can 
fight fou! with a conningness that would defy 
the best- headed referee in the land. 

After the third round I knew that Jack had 
Carney, and looked to see him down him in 
the thirty-fourth or thirty-fifth round. For it 
was in those rounds that I expected that Car- 
ney would get weak In his legs. Before, how- 
ever, that time Carney began to fight his cun- 
ning way. The whole fight was made up of 
gouges, butting with his head and kneeling. 
Jack did not begin to show any Injury until the 
thirtieth round, and then all his injuries 
came from Oarney’s gouging tactics. He 
would ram his fingers into Jack's eyes and 
butt him with his head when by a rush 
he got him over against the ropes. Yet witb 
all this he did not receive One-twentieth as 
much punishment as he did in bis fizht with 
Gilmore, and if his stomach had not gone 
back on him he would not have been bothered 
as bad ashe wus with Carney’s knee. You 
know Oarney, everytime he struck at Jack, 
would both butt him with his head and give 
him the knee. These were foul biows, just as 
good fouls as when he deliberately caught 
Jack by the legs, threw him, and as Jack fell, 
tell on him and ran his head into his stomach. 

‘‘When he found his legs going 1 
wanted to have afoul allowed, but wanted it 
in such a way that he would say that he had 
been defrauded ont of the battle. 

Speaking of the appearance ef the men 
Dempsey said: ‘‘Carney is more punished 
than McAuliffe. He has a big, bad lump o 
his forehead, both eyes are blackened and the 
left one almost closed. His left side 
is bruised and blackened and lumpy. 
His forearms are swollen and lumpy 
too. His body is well marsed. He was not 
able to quit his chair in the ring until balf an 
hour after McAuliffe had gone to bis hotel. All 
Jack's marks are two eyes blackened and a 
cutear. ‘This cut was caused by his ——— 
azuinst the stakes. His body is a little marked 
with his falis against the ropes.’’
